Has Most to Lose 


Says Organized 
Labor Doesn't 
Want Socialism 


LONDON, Ont. July 31—(CP) 

J. M, Macdonnell of Toronto, 
former president of the National 
Trust company, said in an address 
prepared for delivery today at a 
service club meeting here that 
“organized labor doesn't want 
tocialism” but has an important 


stake in maintaining freedom of 
economic action. 


“Labor unions are as much a part 
of the capitalist system as the 
principle of limited lability.” he 
said, and labor and agriculture have 
more to lose than the business man, 
manufacturer, importer, exporter or 
salesman or prorfessional man, 
THREAT TO SYSTEM 

Mr Macdonnell said that the 
present capitalism system, the main 
economic characteristic of which ts 
responsible individual enterprise, 
has great flexibility, but that “We 
now have a threat to (ils tlexible, 
tolerant system in the shape of a 
political body aiming « the con- 


trols and rigidity of socialism.” 

Two kinds of people want social- 
ism, he said, “A few who have 
detits ‘and are discontented... 
and a group of social theorists 
whose human sympathies are in 
most cases admirable but who ene 
tirely lack political or administras 
tive experience,” 

“In a word, the CCF ts without 
experience of heavy responsibility 
or business administration.” 

The CCF has made progress 
through an appeal “aimed directly 
at two powerful human emotions: 
fear and hatred.” The party, he 
said, “has persuaded some un- 
thinking people that espousal of 
socialism is the only remedy 
against a return to the 1990's and 
that our present level of amploy- 


|; ment is due entirely ta govern- 


ment controls,”

NOT SELL AT COST 


2. Ask farmers to sell at the cost 
of production, without considering 
any losses they sustained because 
of the war or any returns they were 
denied through wartime controls. 

3 Hold that because farmers have 
an exceptionally good crop during 
the transition period they should ve 
prepared to accept a low return per) 
unit. . 

He said the bill would provide 
for the setting of a floor price { 
under any natural product of agri- | 
culture except wheat, which is 
handled by the Canadian Wheat 
Board. Provisions of the bill 
might also be made applicable to 
products processed from agricul- | 
tural products, 

The bill would provide for the 
setting up of a three-man board to 
supervise the prices of farm pro- 
ducts. If the price of any product 
dropped below what was consid- 
ered a fair return to the farmer the 
board would prescribe a price at 
which it would buy the products.

While it is no conscious part of the war 
effort, Canada is getting limitless and 
world-wide advertising in these strenuous 
years. The British Commonwealth Air 
Training Plan has brought thousands of 
young meén here from Britain and the Do- 
minions, in addition to Poles, Norwegians 
and other Europeans. Large numbers of 
Americans have come here either to join 
the armed forces or for work in wartime 
enterprises. 

In addition, the civilian world is send- 
ing its representatives in a steady stream. 
Many have come from Britain for their 
first sight of Canada. Australian news- 
papermen have toured the country. Latin 
America has sent delegations in large 
numbers, from Mexico, Cuba, Brazil, Ar- 

entina, Bolivia, Colombia, Venezuela and 
hile. 

There is another great movement, 
equally significant, and that has been the 
exchange of Canadian troops within our 
own country. Men from Centra] Canada 
have been posted to both coasts; western-

Add all these factors together, these 
ambassadors of tourist travel from 
abroad, and this intermingling of Cana- 
dians themselves, and it makes a stimu- 
lating picture for post-war travel into, and 
within, Canada.

The 
Government’s policy, as lately enunciated 
by the Hon. C. D. Howe and the Hon. 
James A. MacKinnon, is to keep a coastal 
fleet, also an ocean going merchant fleet 
within limits, large eno to give Canada 
a voice in shippin matters, but not so 
large as to put ada into worldwide 
competition with maritime nations. 


Canada needs world trade after the 
war to sustain at least part of her war- 
time tempo. Her wartime onpers are run- 
ning at the rate of $3,000,000,000 a year, 
and last year her total foreign trade was 
$5,000,000,000—including exports, imports 
and services. 

Canada now employs 34,500 men in 
er ae and will emerge from the war 
with a sizeable merchant fleet of probably 
380 ocean-going ships, in addition to her 
lake, river and coastal fleet. Before the 
war she had only 37 ocean going ships, a 
total of 275,000 tons, compared with Bri- 
tain’s 20,000,000, Norway’s 5,800,000 tons, 
United States’ 11,000,000 tons. 

Britain in peacetime counted on an in- 
come of £100,000,000—her coal angers by 
comparison were £37,000,000. Norway 
earned 18 per cent of her national ce- 
time income with her shipping, and dur- 
ing the war she has used this service as a 
major factor in paying for her war effort. 

These are some of the facts behind the 
shipping problem for Canada and the 
United States. If this country maintains 
a peacetime merchant fleet to carry her 
goods abroad she will save the money for 
shipping service, but will have the prob- 
lem of return to . Also, she de- 
prive certain countries of one means for 
paying for goods which Canada hopes to 
sell them.

From The Bulletin Files 
1894: 50 Years Ago

Service 


While many people are familiar 
with acute appendicitis, they are 
not so well informed regarding 
chronic appendicitis, which is a 
fairly common disorder 

Patients who have developed this 
trouble may remain unaware of the 
true nature of their discomfort, 
This is partly because of the fact 
that frequently the chief symptors 
of chronic appendicitis will not 
point to inflammation of the appen- 
dix but will appear to be coming 


|from the stomach. 


A most careful examination may 
in fact be necessary before jt will 
become a certainty that a diseased 
appendix is the source of the 
patient's distress. 


The symptoms vary’ considerably, | 


although the most pronounced 


symptoms are likely to point to the | 


stomach as the offender. The pat- 
ient may describe a sense of dis- 
comfort after meals, and (his may 
become intense enough to be called 
a true stomachh pain. The patient is 
distressed by stomach and integst- 
inal gas, and by nausea, Any pain 


which is presesnt is likely to ap. | 


Pear in the stomach region and not 
so likely to localize in the region 
of the appendix itself, Occasionally, 
the pain may appear to be distri- 


| buted over the entire abdomen. 


Almost invariably the patient 
will be bothererd by a persistent 
constipation and will probably be 


worrying more eaboul that than 
about the condition of the ap- 
pendix 


The most definite way to arrive 
at a correct diagnosis is to take 
X-ray pictures of the colon and to 
study the appendix under the flu- 
oroscope. When the appendix is Jo- 
cated with the fluoroscope jt wil! 
be discover'd that the point of 
greatest tenderness centres around 
the appendix. If the examining 
doctor uses the fingers to move 
the appendix, the point of greatest 
tenderness will likewise be moved 
to correspond with the changed 
position of the appendix 

Spastic colitis, or chronic colitis 
may produce symptoms easily con- 
fused with those of chronic appen- 
dicitis; however, if the distress is 
due to colitis it is more likely to be 
general in nature, being spread 
over a large part of the colon 
Usually in colitis the tenderness 
will not be restricted to just the 
appendix alone. 

The conservative treatment of 
chronic appendicitis depends upon 
diet and better bowel hygiene, The 
patient will do well to omit those 
foods which cause intestinal irri. 
tation and it is very important that 
the colon be cleansed regularly 
using the enema or some of the 
lubricators or bulk-producers if 
necessary. Laxatives should be 
avoided as they may do consider- 
able harm
